FOREWORD 


"We  traveled  some  1,500  miles  and,  not  once  were  there  any 
breaks  in  pavement,  holes  or  washboard  surfaces." 

This  was  how  one  out-of-State  motorist  described  his  Western 
North  Carolina  trip  in  a  recent  editorial  letter  to  a  leading 
Southern  newspaper. 

Even  though  our  enthusiastic  traveler  may  have  missed  a 
few  rough  places,  it  is  unquestionably  true  that  our  highways 
are  now  in  the  best  condition  of  history,  in  spite  of  the  1957-58 
winter  which  brought  them  the  heaviest  damage  of  more  than 
twenty  years. 

Many  persons  are  responsible  for  North  Carolina's  good 
roads — alert  and  progressive  Governors,  Legislators  and  High- 
way Commissioners. 

Above  all,  however,  credit  should  go  to  the  thousands  of 
highway  employees  whose  constant  effort  is  directed  toward 
providing  a  public  transportation  service  as  adequate  as  funds 
will  allow. 

North  Carolina  is  a  progressive  and  fast  developing  State 
and  the  challenge  facing  our  Highway  Commission  is  to  promote 
all  forms  of  economic  and  social  advancement  with  a  highway 
program  fairly  and  efficiently  administered  for  all  our  people 
and  with  facilities  which  are  adequate  for  present  and  long 
range  need.

Of  the  many  services  provided  by  State  government,  few 
have  so  profound  an  impact  on  our  people  as  our  highway  pro- 
gram. Conversely,  highways  are  among  our  most  valuable 
resources  in  promoting  rapid  and  orderly  economic  and  social 
advancement.  Highways  are  both  the  outgrowth  of  progress 
and  the  champions  of  progress  .  .  .  and  the  public  demand  for 
more  adequate  and  safe  transportation  facilities  has  never 
been  greater. 

On  January  6,  1958,  a  three  mile  section  of  Winston-Salem's 
East-West  Expressway  was  opened  to  traffic.  One  week  later, 
a  daily  traffic  count  of  over  17,000  vehicles  was  recorded  on 
this  un-connected  portion  of  Interstate  40.  (See  cover  picture.) 

Motorists  were  eager  to  move  away  from  traffic-clogged  city 
streets  to  a  new  degree  of  safety  and  freedom  of  movement 
never  before  experienced  in  North  Carolina. 

A  new  era  of  highway  transportation  had  begun  in  our  State ; 
an  "open  road"  had  been  forged  through  one  of  our  most  im- 
portant and  populous  cities.  Built  to  the  high  engineering 
standards  of  the  Interstate  System,  the  facility  offered  divided 
pavements  of  adequate  width,  completely  protected  access  and 
convenient  points  of  entrance  and  exit. 

Gone  were  the  dangers  of  cross-traffic  movement  and  left 
turns.  There  were  no  intersections  at  grade,  no  stop-lights  and 
the  Expressway  was  fully  illuminated  for  maximum  driver 
safety  at  night. 
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Sufficient-  lighting  is  provided  on  the  East-West  Expressway  in 

Winston-Salem,  which  will  become  a  part  of  Interstate  40   in 

the  future. 


Best  of  all,  the  facility  was  designed  to  carry  efficiently  the 
tremendous  traffic  increases  anticipated  in  the  next  twenty  to 
thirty  years. 

Later  in  1958,  four  other  Interstate  sections  were  placed  in 
service  as  North  Carolina  maintained  second  place  in  the  Nation 
on  Interstate  mileage  let  to  contract. 

With  the  influence  of  the  Interstate  Program,  the  1956-1958 
biennium  has  been  one  of  the  most  productive  periods  in  the 
roadbuilding  history  of  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

Contract  expenditures  rose  to  $129,027,651,  the  work  involving 
major  improvements  to  2,385.4  miles  of  our  highway  system. 
Hundreds  of  other  highway  projects  were  launched  and  com- 
pleted by  State  Forces  during  the  same  two  years. 


However,  in  spite  of  an  impressive  record,  the  highway  needs 
along  North  Carolina's  far-flung  70,477  mile  highway  system 
are  enormous.  It  has  been  estimated  that  over  a  billion  dollars 
will  be  needed  during  the  next  fifteen  years  to  provide  a  desir- 
able level  of  service  on  all  our  road  facilities. 

Each  year  finds  more  motorists  driving  more  miles  to  more 
different  places.  Between  1940  and  the  present,  traffic  at  twenty 
representative  points  in  the  State  increased  by  140%  and  the 
next  two  decades  will  see  traffic  volumes  more  than  double  again. 
Today's  highway  design  and  construction  must  be  capable  of 
handling  efficiently  and  safely  the  added  volumes  of  future 
years.  Under-estimating  traffic  growth  has  been  one  of  the 
costliest  mistakes  engineers  have  made  in  our  and  in  other 
States.  This  has  given  rise  to  the  necessity  of  rebuilding  quickly 
outmoded  highways. 

The  type  of  demand  on  North  Carolina  highways  has  changed 
drastically  in  recent  years.  When  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion was  first  organized  in  1921,  North  Carolina  was  primarily 
an  agricultural  State.  Since  that  time,  and  especially  in  post 
World  War  II  years,  there  has  been  a  steady  trek  from  farm 
to  city.  Today  almost  two-thirds  of  our  4%  million  people  live 
in  urban  and  suburban  areas. 


Origin-destination  surveys  in  major  cities  are  the  first  step  in 
alleviating  traffic  tie-ups.  Facts  concerning  the  travel  pat- 
terns of  the  public  in  a  particular  area  are  compiled  over  a 
period  of  time  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  most  crucial 
highway  needs. 


This  view  of  early  morning  congestion  on  the  southbound  lane 
of  Downtown  Boulevard  in  Raleigh  was  taken  on  a  weekday 
morning  at  8:15  from  a  point  just  south  of  the  Fairview  Road 
intersection.  A  freight  train  at  a  grade  crossing  caused 
the  tie-up. 


More  and  more  farm  families  are  dividing  their  time  between 
their  land  and  nearby  industries.  Secondary  Roads  which  were 
once  used  perhaps  twice  a  week  are  now  being  traveled  daily. 

There  has  been  a  rapid  growth  in  commercial  truck  and  bus 
transportation  and  tourist  traffic  has  increased  at  an  unprece- 
dented rate. 

Nowhere  are  the  effects  of  such  changes  felt  more  keenly  than 
in  our  highway  program  and  the  impact  of  such  changes  has 
been  resounding. 

Bumper  to  bumper  traffic  congestion  is  commonplace  in  scores 
of  our  cities  and  towns;  many  primary  highways,  though  in 
paved  condition,  are  too  narrow  or  dangerous  to  handle  effi- 
ciently the  four  to  six  thousand  vehicles  which  use  them  daily. 
Even  some  of  our  recently  constructed  multi-laned  facilities 
are  losing  their  ability  to  carry  heavy  traffic  volumes  because  of 
excessive  land  build-up  without  access  control.

STATE    SYSTEM    ROAD  MILEAGE 


North  Carolina  has  an  enviable  reputation  in  its  Secondary 
Road  program  but  much  remains  to  be  done  on  our  58,000  mile 
Secondary  System. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  our  rural  Secondary  Road  miles  are  unpaved 
in  spite  of  the  $200,000,000  bond  program  and  a  $27,000,000 
improvement  program  now  underway.  Many  of  these  unpaved 
miles  do  not  have  an  "all  weather"  surface  and,  in  some  areas, 
rural  schools  must  close  when  rains  or  snows  make  roads 
impassable. 

An  honest  appraisal  of  present  and  future  highway  needs  in 
North  Carolina  in  no  way  implies  a  criticism  of  past  Highway 
Commissions  or  Administrations.  Rather  it  graphically  reflects 
the  normal  need  of  a  dynamic,  growing  State. 

Over  the  next  15-year  period,  engineering  estimates  show 
these  highway  needs,  excluding  the  Interstate  System :

Total    Secondary    needs     $325,000,000 

Expenditure  of  these  amounts  of  money  for  improvements 
over  the  next  15  years  would  provide  North  Carolinians  with  a 
desirable  but,  by  no  means,  a  luxury-type  highway  service.  The 
fact  that  present  revenue  structures  will  not  provide  needed 
funds  makes  it  imperative  that  all  funds  should  be  allocated 
to  projects  and  to  areas  where  greatest  need  is  demonstrated. 
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The  worst  winter  in  20   years   brought  heavy  damage  to  hun- 
dreds of  Secondary  miles  across  the  State.    Twenty-four  hours 
before    this    picture    was    made,    New    Beaver    Creek    Road    in 
Wilkes  County  was  a   paved   road. 


The  responsibility  for  establishing  uniform  policies  and  pro- 
cedures and  filling  needs  as  rapidly  as  funds  will  permit  in  all 
sections  of  the  State  rests  with  the  State-wide  Highway  Com- 
mission. The  job  of  administering  these  policies  is  that  of  the 
Director  of  Highways,  his  staff  and  the  9,500  employees  of  the 
State  Highway  Commission. 

The  State  Highway  Commission  was  re-organized  following 
extensive  research  by  the  Highway  Study  Commission  and  the 
1957  General  Assembly.  Separation  of  policy-making  and  ad- 
ministrative duties  was  one  of  the  most  significant  results. 

Other  recommendations  which  were  adopted  included  estab- 
lishment of  standard  procedures  for  maintenance  and  construc- 
tion on  Secondary  Roads,  appointment  of  a  Controller  to  handle 
all  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Commission,  and  increased  emphasis  on 
long  range  planning  and  public  relations. 

Some  of  the  accomplishments  will  be  reviewed  in  the  follow- 
ing summary  of  the  Interstate,  Primary  and  Secondary  Road 
Systems : 


INTERSTATE  SYSTEM 


As  a  result  of  the  1956  Federal  Highway  Act,  North  Carolina 
and  other  States  embarked  on  what  has  been  termed  "the 
greatest  public  works  program"  in  history.  North  Carolina's 
share  of  the  41,000  mile  Interstate  Highway  System  will  eventu- 
ally embrace  some  775  miles  of  modern  multi-laned  freeways. 
These  highways,  with  their  4-lane  pavements  and  broad  median 
strips  are  being  built  on  a  completely  controlled  access  basis. 
Access  will  be  provided  only  at  well  located  and  well  designed 
interchanges  and  no  other  roads  or  entrances  will  intersect  these 
superhighways  at  the  same  grade. 

North  Carolina  has  already  let  contracts  for  some  work  on 
380  miles  of  the  System  although  a  great  many  portions  will 
require  additional  contract  work  to  bring  them  up  to  Interstate 
standards.  The  status  of  work  on  each  portion  is  shown  in 
Fig.  1. 

During  1958  five  sections  which  meet  the  general  requirements 
were  opened  to  traffic.    These  sections  are: 

(1)  East- West    Expressway    in    Winston-Salem    (Interstate    40) 

(2)  Charlotte  Bypass  (Interstate  85) 

(3)  Salisbury  Bypass  (Interstate  85) 

(4)  Benson-Dunn  (Interstate  95) 

(5)  Greensborn-Kernersville  (Interstate  40)

Adequate    sight    distance    and    grade    separations    afford    new

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At  the  present  time,  North  Carolina  can  report  excellent 
Interstate  progress  with : 

(1)  53.3    miles    of   four-lane    pavements    open    to    traffic    and    virtually 
up  to  Interstate  standards. 

(2)  71.4  miles  of  four-lane  pavements  open  to  traffic  where  additional 
grade  separations  or  access  control  will  be  necessary. 

(3)  71    miles  of  two-lane  pavements  open  to  traffic. 

As  of  November  1,  1958,  the  State  Highway  Commission  had 
215  miles  of  Interstate  work  under  contract  at  a  total  estimated 
cost  of  $38,174,784. 

The  Interstate  System,  to  be  built  over  the  next  13-15  year 
period,  will  pass  through  32  North  Carolina  counties  and  will 
directly  serve  the  majority  of  our  cities  with  20,000  or  more 
population.  Approximately  65%  of  our  population  will  live 
within  10-15  miles  of  these  superhighways  and  use  them 
regularly. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  right-of-way  and  construction  costs  on 
the  Interstate  is  furnished  by  the  Federal  government  while 
North  Carolina  must  furnish  ten  per  cent.  While  the  Federal 
portion  is  financed  through  an  additional  one  cent  per  gallon 
motor  fuel  tax,  the  State  must  supply  its  matching  fund  from 
regular  Highway  Fund  resources. 

The  fact  that  Federal  funds  are  available  on  a  re-imbursable 
basis  has  often-times  placed  a  heavy  strain  on  Highway  Fund 
resources  but  North  Carolina  has  never  failed  to  meet  its  obli- 
gation and  the  Interstate  program  has  proceeded  at  a  pace  ex- 
ceeded by  only  one  State  in  the  Union. 

Paving  contracts  on  sections  of  US  70  between  Durham  and 
Greensboro  will  be  let  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1959. 
When  completed,  this  length  of  Interstate  40  will  be  one  of 
the  State's  longest  sections  of  the  network.  Construction  fences, 
shown  below,  protect  the  motorists  from  the  interferring  traffic 
of  equipment. 
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Now  in  progress  is  the  Pigeon  River  project  located  near 
Waynesville  in  Haywood  County.  This  project,  3.63  miles  in 
length,  will  eventually  be  incorporated  into  the  Interstate 
Highway  System  as  a  part  of  Interstate  Route  40.  It  extends 
from  the  Waterville  Dam  on  Pigeon  River  to  about  0.5  mile 
northwest  of  Fines  Creek.  Estimated  cost  of  the  grading  project 
is   $1,471,274.55. 


The  newest  and  one  of  the  most  important  links  of  these  super- 
highways was  approved  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  on 
October  18,  1957.  This  projected  highway,  to  run  from  Char- 
lotte to  Canton,  Ohio,  will  serve  as  an  important  commercial 
and  tourist  artery  connecting  the  populous  and  industrial  Mid- 
west with  the  rapidly  growing  Piedmont. 

Soon  after  announcement  of  the  additional  link  was  made,  the 
State  Highway  Commission  completed  preliminary  location 
plans  on  portions  of  the  route  (Interstate  79)  between  the 
vicinity  of  Charlotte  and  the  vicinity  of  Elkin.  Joint  engineer- 
ing and  consultant  studies  are  now  underway  with  the  States 
of  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  to  determine  a  common  meeting 
point  at  the  State  lines. 

It  is  imperative  that  lengthy  and  detailed  study  be  given  to 
each  Interstate  location  in  order  that  maximum  service  be 
afforded  to  both  local  and  through  traffic.  To  allow  sufficient 
time  for  adequate  long  range  planning  and  design  work,  the 
Highway  Commission,  during  1957  and  1958  approved  the 
programming  of  over  $200,000,000  in  Interstate  work.  Some 
projects  were  approved  for  right-of-way  acquisition  and  others 
for  grading  and  paving  but,  in  each  case,  adequate  time  will  be 
allowed  to  insure  that  each  section  will  provide  maximum  traffic 
service  when  completed. 

During  the  first  two  years  of  the  Interstate  Program  (1957- 
1959),  North  Carolina  has  received  annually  approximately 
$50,000,000  for  contract  work  and  right-of-way  acquisition. 
Allocations  during  this  period  were  made  on  the  basis  of  each 
State's  area,  population  and  mileage.  North  Carolina  ranks 
relatively  high  in  each. 

Beginning  in  the  1959  fiscal  year,  allocations  of  Federal  funds 
will  be  based  on  North  Carolina's  annual  need  to  complete  the 
entire  775  mile  network  in  the  13-15  year  period.  Under  this 
type  of  formula,  the  State's  annual  allocation  will  be  approxi- 
mately $15,000,000. 

While  the  Interstate  Highway  System  will  provide  the  ulti- 
mate in  transportation  service  for  all  areas  through  which  it  will 
run,  it  will  also  place  a  greater  strain  on  the  Primary  and  Sec- 
ondary highways  which  serve  as  feeder  routes.  It  has  been  and 
will  remain  true  in  the  future  that  the  US  and  NC  numbered 
highways  of  North  Carolina  will  carry  the  bulk  of  traffic 
volumes. 
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The  erection  of  the  new-type  signs  on  Interstate  highways  takes 
many  steps.  Made  of  aluminum  panels,  both  the  green  back- 
ground and  the  white  message  of  the  signs  are  reflectorized. 
The  signs  are  unique  in  their  mountings — tapered  aluminum 
poles  set  in  concrete  footing,  thus  cutting  down  on  maintenance 
in  addition  to  affording  the  maximum  in  clarity  and  visibility 
for  the  motoring   public. 

PRIMARY  HIGHWAYS 

North  Carolina's  Primary  Highways  measured  12,372  miles 
on  January  1,  1958.  Only  98  miles  of  this  system  remained  un- 
paved — indeed  a  far  cry  from  1921  conditions  when  North  Car- 
olina launched  a  $50,000,000  paving  program  to  hard  surface 
principal  roads  between  urban  areas  and  the  various  County 
seats. 

Modernizing  the  primary  system  in  both  rural  and  urban 
areas  to  present  and  future  needs  is  one  of  the  most  serious 
problems  facing  the  State  Highway  Commission,  for  it  is  here 
that  critical  congestion  and  greatest  hazards  for  driver  safety 
exist. 


Soon  after  it  took  office,  the  present  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion carefully  analyzed  every  Primary  Highway  section  in  the 
State.  Sufficiency  ratings  were  assigned  to  each  link  in  accord- 
ance with  present  and  anticipated  traffic  demand.

Population  growths  were  carefully  plotted  in  jthe  areas  where 

they  would  most  likely  occur  and  the  traffic  volumes  on  each 
Primary  Highway  section  were  listed  as  they  would  become  in 
1978.  Industrial,  economic  and  social  potentials  of  each  County 
and  each  City  were  carefully  studied  along  with  the  resultant 
effect  on  each  numbered  highway.

From  many  months  of  intensive  study,  there  emerged  for 
the  first  time  in  Highway  Commission  history  a  trunk-line  sys- 
tem of  major  roads  on  which  improvements  in  varying  degrees 
will  be  necessary.  Eighteen  such  trunk  line  highways  were 
selected  which,  when  combined  with  the  Interstate  System,  will 
provide  maximum  service  for  principal  traffic  movements. 
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A  three  year  program  of  improvements  to  these  trunk-line 
highways  was  prepared  and  approved  by  the  State  Highway 
Commission  in  1958.  The  projects,  located  in  every  section  of 
North  Carolina  will  involve  expenditure  of  some  $80  millions 
between  now  and  1961. 

In  every  case,  the  improvements  will  be  adequate  for  both 
traffic  and  land  development  of  the  next  twenty  years.  Where 
eventual  four-laning  will  be  needed,  sufficient  rights-of-way  are 
being  purchased  now.  Present  day  construction  will  be  offset 
from  the  right-of-way  center  line  to  allow  for  such  future  ex- 
pansion without  additional  land  acquisition.  Varying  degrees 
of  access  control  are  being  used  on  all  projects  to  guarantee 
the  safety  and  permanence  of  the  highway. 

Included  in  the  plan  are  more  than  90  major  road  and  bridge 
projects.  Several  new  bypasses  are  approved  for  expanding 
cities,  expressways  and  belt-lines  for  urban  areas  along  with 
scores  of  rural  projects  which  will  either  widen  existing  high- 
ways to  acceptable  standards  or  relocate  facilities  where  such 
improvement  is  either  impossible  or  impractical. 

The  Highway  Commission  has  greatly  expanded  its  efforts 
in  assisting  cities  and  towns  with  major  thoroughfare  plans  to 
move  traffic  freely  and  safely  in  our  metropolitan  areas. 

Uniform  standards  of  design  and  construction  have  been 
established  to  insure  that  road  improvements  are  standard  and 
offer  uniform  service  in  each  County  and  in  each  of  the  State's 
14  Highway  Divisions. 

Detailed  reports  on  the  development  of  this  trunk  line  and 
major  thoroughfare  program  of  the  Commission  are  available 
on  request.

SECONDARY  ROADS 

Almost  six  out  of  every  seven  miles  of  public  highways  in 
North  Carolina  are  classified  as  Secondary  Roads.  Even  though 
plans  are  well  advanced  to  place  numbers  on  each  of  these 
facilities,  they  are  commonly  referred  to  as  the  State's  un- 
numbered highways.  These  are  the  roads  which  offer  personal- 
ized service  to  our  rural  and  suburban  people  who  live  along 
them  and  use  them  daily. 

The  1957  General  Assembly  set  forth  specific  regulations  re- 
garding the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  Secondary  Roads 
stipulating  that  the  Commission  would  be  responsible  for  de- 
veloping all  State-wide  policies  and  procedures  to  be  applied 
uniformly  in  each  of  the  100  Counties.  It  further  directed  that 
each  County  should  have  a  definite  Secondary  Road  improve- 
ment program  for  each  fiscal  year  and  that  these  plans  should 
be  reviewed  and  approved  by  each  County  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners prior  to  adoption. 

These  regulations  led,  soon  after  July  1,  1957,  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Secondary  Road  Department.  One  of  its  first  objec- 
tives was  the  determination  of  the  relative  needs  of  each  County 
as  they  related  to  total  State-wide  need. 
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To  accomplish  this  objective,  a  Secondary  Road  survey  was 
launched  in  mid-summer  of  1957 — probably  the  most  extensive 
such  survey  ever  conducted. 

Each  road  carrying  more  than  50  vehicles  per  day  was  rated 
for  paving  on  a  points-priority  system  which  considered  annual 
24  hour  traffic  count,  land  use  characteristics  along  the  road 
and  public  service  characteristics  of  each  road. 

At  the  same  time  minimum  standards  were  established  for 
acceptance  of  roads  on  the  System,  minimum  levels  of  service 
were  developed  and  uniform  regulations  covering  sub-division 
streets  were  approved. 

Uniform  standards  were  also  established  for  Secondary  Road 
bridges. 

The  Highway  Commission  felt  that,  if  it  were  to  attempt  to 
apportion  available  funds  to  each  County  on  the  basis  of  need, 
that  these  needs  should  be  determined  as  accurately  as  possible 
and  according  to  the  same  criteria  in  each  County. 

Minimum  standards  for  rural  Secondary  Roads  were  de- 
scribed as  a  roadway  of  at  least  18  feet  travelway  except  in 
extreme  cases  of  terrain  and  a  road  with  adequate  dainage  and 
a  reasonable  stone  or  soil  base  to  make  it  usable  in  all  but 
extreme  weather. 

Minimum  standards  for  bridges  were  determined  as  a  bridge 
of  at  least  8  tons  capacity  and  with  adequate  two-way  width. 

Under  the  plan,  9,500  miles  of  Secondary  Roads  were  rated 
for  paving  in  a  1-2-3  priority  plan  in  accordance  with  public 
service  rendered.  The  cost  of  paving  these  miles  was  estimated 
at  $125,000,000. 

It  was  determined  that  $140,000,000  would  be  needed  to  im- 
prove and  stabilize  unpaved  roads  to  minimum  standards  while 
almost  $60,000,000  would  be  required  to  improve  the  State's 
5,000  sub-standard  or  one-way  bridges. 

For  fiscal  1957-58  the  Highway  Commission  approved  a 
$9,000,000  Secondary  Road  improvement  program.  Approval  of 
an  $18,000,000  1958-59  allocation  brought  the  two  year  total  to 
slightly  over  $27,000,000. 

Plans  were  prepared  and  approved  by  each  of  the  State's  100 
County  Boards  of  Commissioners  and  the  Highway  Commission 
and  the  following  progress  report  shows  the  status  of  work:

729.48 — mileage  paved 

771.26 — mileage  graded,   drained   and/or   stabilized. 

Total  funds  expended  July  1,  1957  to  June  30,  1958 — $12,052,456.92.

Total  estimated  funds  expended — $12,803,055.46 


For  maximum  safety,   bridges  should   be  wider  than   approach- 
ing  pavements.     North  Carolina   now  has  State-wide  standards 
for    all    Secondary    bridges,    calling    for    at    least    an     18-foot 
roadway  and  a  load  capacity  of  at  least  8  tons. 


Between  July  1,  1957  and  October,  1958,  972  Secondary  Road 
bridges  were  improved  to  meet  minimum  level  of  standards. 
The  work  was  accomplished  by  State  forces  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $3,500,000.  Each  of  these  projects  are  Secondary  Road  im- 
provements stipulated  in  the  100  County  Plans  which  have  been 
published  widely  in  the  State  and  are  available  at  each  County 
courthouse. 
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RIGHT-OF-WAY 


One  of  the  most  critical  problems  to  face  any  Highway  Com- 
mission is  the  acquisition  of  rights-of-way  for  needed  highway 
projects.  For  several  reasons,  the  problem  has  been  more  acute 
in  recent  years.   Among  them : 

(1)  Tremendous  increase  in   land  values,  especially  in   urban   areas. 

(2)  Increase  in  actual  property  damage  by  limited  and  controlled  access 
features. 

(3)  The  larger  parcels  of  land  needed  to  build  the  wide,  divided  facil- 
ities required  today. 

North  Carolina  spends  a  tremendous  amount  of  money  for 
right-of-way  acquisition — almost  a  million  dollars  a  month. 
During  calendar  1957,  slightly  more  than  $65,000,000  in  con- 
tract work  was  let.  Estimated  right-of-way  costs  on  these 
projects  added  almost  $10,000,000. 

It  is  currently  estimated  that  land  costs  on  the  Interstate 
System  amount  to  18%  of  total  construction  costs.  Some  14% 
is  required  for  land  purchases  on  the  Primary  System. 

In  the  1953-54  fiscal  year,  right-of-way  costs  totaled  $5,460,- 
144.39.  By  the  1957-58  fiscal  year,  this  figure  had  climbed  to 
$11,300,000,  and  is  continuing  to  rise. 

The  seriousness  of  the  right-of-way  problem  has  been  height- 
ened in  North  Carolina  in  recent  years  for  two  reasons.  First, 
there  has  been  the  necessity  of  rushing  projects  to  letting  to 
provide  badly  needed  highway  service  and  to  meet  Interstate 
deadlines.  Secondly,  there  has  been  an  acute  shortage  of  right- 
of-way  personnel  within  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

On  July  1,  1957  there  was  a  back-log  of  unsettled  cases  total- 
ing almost  3,500  in  number.  The  Highway  Commission  went 
to  work  to  clean  up  the  unsettled  cases. 

An  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  for  Roadway  and  Right-of-Way 
was  appointed  along  with  a  State  Appraiser,  State  Negotiator, 
and  Area  Appraisers  and  Negotiators.  A  new  right-of-way 
policy  was  adopted  to  give  more  time  for  negotiation  and  settle- 
ment of  cases  before  contract  lettings.  More  adequate  notice  is 
given  property  owners  when  their  holdings  might  be  affected 
and  a  Right-of-Way  Review  Board  has  been  established  at  the 
highest  administrative  level  to  handle  unusually  difficult  cases. 
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Rising  within  a  few  feet  of  the  old  span,  the  new  half-million 
dollar  Roanoke  Rapids-Gaston  Roanoke  River  Bridge  is  1,122 
feet  in  length.  Constructed  of  prestressed  concrete  with  no 
overhead  framework,  the  bridge  features  a  28-foot  wide  road- 
way and  three-foot  wide  sidewalks  on  either  side. 
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The  3,500  case  back-log  was  reduced  by  almost  1,800  cases 
by  December  of  1958. 

The  Assistant  Attorney  General's  legal  staff  assigned  to  high- 
way work  has  been  increased  and  for  the  first  time  in  many 
months,  more  cases  are  being  settled  than  filed. 

Since  July  1,  1957,  the  Highway  Commission  has  held  some 
twenty-five  public  hearings  and  area  meetings  in  various  sec- 
tions of  the  State  ranging  from  Waynesville  and  Jefferson  in 
the  west  to  Wilmington  and  Manteo  in  the  east. 

Several  hundred  citizens  have  appeared  before  the  full  Com- 
mission at  these  well-publicized  meetings  to  present  road  re- 
quests. Each  presentation  was  carefully  documented  by  the  Com- 
mission and  referred  to  the  proper  official  for  study  and  report. 
The  three  year  road  improvement  program  approved  by  the 
Commission  included  many  of  the  requests. 

Scores  of  meetings  have  been  held  with  individual  County 
Boards  of  Commissioners  on  Secondary  Road  matters  and 
another  tour  is  planned  for  early  1959.  Such  meetings  afford 
Commissioners  and  officials  with  the  opportunity  of  explaining 
highway  procedures  and  plans  while  giving  local  officials  a 
chance  to  explain  specific  problems  and  offer  suggestions. 

Also,  in  expanding  its  public  relations  activities,  the  Com- 
mission has  published  literature  on  Secondary  Roads,  the  Inter- 
state System,  Right-of-Way  Procedures  and  Highway  Surveys. 
This  explanatory  material  has  been  given  wide  distribution. 

The  Commission  and  State  Personnel  Council,  working  jointly 
have  classified  some  5,600  maintenance  employees.  Job  respon- 
sibilities and  commensurate  pay  scales  have  been  set  up  and 
approved. 

For  the  first  time,  a  complete  organizational  structure  for  the 
Commission  has  been  established  which  defines  both  the  neces- 
sary complement  and  classification  of  employees  in  each  De- 
partment. The  organization  of  major  Departments  is  shown 
in  Fig.  2. 
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A  member  of  the  newly-established  Photogrammetric  Depart- 
ment is  shown  in  the  process  of  compiling  a  topographic  map 
by  the  use  of  a  stereo-plotting  instrument  known  as  the  Kelsh 
Plotter.  Utilizing  the  three-dimensional  principle,  the  instru- 
ments are  used  in  connection  with  preliminary  highway  location. 


Under  the  Controller's  supervision,  new  and  modern  budget- 
ary procedures  are  being  established.  In  accordance  with  these 
procedures,  budgets  were  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ad- 
visory Budget  Commission  covering  the  entire  engineering  ad- 
ministrative function  of  highway  operations.  Many  adminis- 
trative functions,  which  had  been  previously  charged  to  project 
work  orders  have  been  incorporated  into  the  general  budget. 
Thus,  a  truer  picture  of  administrative  versus  engineering  costs 
is  reflected. 

A  complete  accounting  and  related  procedures  manual  for  all 
types  of  budgetary,  financial  and  cost  accounting  accumulations 
is  currently  being  developed.  An  Audit  and  Systems  Division 
has  been  established  and  staffed  by  qualified  personnel. 


More  modern  accounting  machines  have  been  installed  as  a 
step  toward  establishing  a  complete  in-line  electronics  data 
processing  center.  When  completed,  this  installation  will  process 
all  accounting  and  related  work,  as  well  as  a  large  part  of  com- 
plex engineering  and  related  statistical  computations. 

The  Highway  Commission,  in  cooperation  with  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads  has  launched  an  extensive  research 
program  in  such  matters  as  frost  damage,  pavement  types  and 
failures  and  soil  conditions.  Engineering  experts  from  North 
Carolina  colleges  are  conducting  the  research. 

Cooperation  with  municipalities  in  the  development  of  local 
thoroughfare  and  traffic  plans  has  been  enlarged  and  joint 
studies  in  several  cities  and  towns  are  now  underway.  In  some 
instances,  this  cooperation  has  extended  to  Counties  which  are 
planning  sub-division  controls  and  development  programs. 

Also  approved  during  1958  was  a  plan  for  establishing  a 
complete  Photogrammetric  Department  within  the  Highway 
Commission.  When  installed  and  staffed  early  in  1959,  this 
Department  will  handle  work  which  had  been  previously  con- 
tracted to  out-of-State  firms  at  an  annual  cost  of  almost 
$300,000.  Such  a  Department  as  a  part  of  the  Commission's 
engineering  staff  will  bring  greater  flexibility  and  even  greater 
efficiency  to  this  modern  method  of  locating  and  designing 
highway  facilities. 

Speed  limits  were  raised  from  55  to  60  on  more  than  120 
sections  of  North  Carolina  highways  which  were  judged  suffi- 
cient to  handle  the  increases  safely.  Ordinances  on  load  limits 
were  liberalized  with  total  gross  loads  eliminated  in  favor  of 
axle  load  limits.  This  was  approved  following  a  determination 
that  the  policy  would  in  no  way  endanger  pavements. 

Also  liberalized  were  ordinances  on  over-width  vehicles  en- 
abling citizens  to  use  more  freely  the  public  roads  of  our  State. 

The  Highway  Commission  also  joined  with  other  State 
agencies  and  citizens  in  successfully  defeating  a  move  to  impose 
tolls  on  North  Carolina  sections  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway. 

Installation  of  two-way  radio  equipment  has  been  both  a 
time  and  money-saving  improvement,  beginning  in  1956  in  four 
Eastern  North  Carolina  Highway  Divisions.  It  has  proved 
invaluable  in  hurricanes  and  other  unusual  weather  conditions.

Emergency  anti  recession  highway  funds  were  approved  by  Con- 
gress in  1958.  In  a  six-month  period,  North  Carolina  let  to 
contract   over   $14   million    in    resurfacing    and    bridge   projects. 


During  1957  and  1958,  mobile  and  fixed  installations  were 
extended  to  all  other  Divisions  with  completion  scheduled  for 
early  1959. 

Two  repeater  stations — at  Sauertown  Mountain  (Stokes 
County)  and  Maury  (Greene  County)  will  give  State-wide 
coverage.  By  year's  end,  1958,  installation  of  the  entire  network 
was  80%  completed.

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  financial  accounts  and  records  of

for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1957,  and  submit  herewith  our  report. 
For  the  purpose  of  convenience,  we  have  divided  this  report  into  four 
sections. 

SECTION   I 

Regular  Highway  Fund 

Cash  in  the  amount  of  $58,563,116.86  was  on  deposit  with  the  State 
Treasurer  on  June  30,  1957— $52,451,299.18  in  the  General  Cash  Account 
and  $6,111,817.68  in  the  separate  cash  account  carried  with  the  State 
Treasurer  as  "Reserve  for  Secondary  Road  Bond  Debt  Service".  This 
separate  cash  account  is  carried  with  the  State  Treasurer  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Laws  enacted  by  the  1949  State  General 
Assembly. 

Accounts  receivable  on  June  30,  1957,  totaled  $86,692.48  and  consisted 
of  four  items.  (1)  Cash  advances  to  Highway  and  Public  Works  Commis- 
sion employees  amounted  to  $36,088.67  (Schedule  2)  and  represents  ad- 
vances for  traveling  and  emergency  purposes.  These  advances  are  secured 
by  the  position  honesty  bond  which  the  Commission  carries  on  its  employees. 
(2)  State  Departments  and  Institutions  and  Sundry  Accounts  owed  the 
State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Commission  $28,652.35  on  June  30,  1957, 
for  services  rendered  and  for  the  sale  of  supplies  made  by  the  various 
units  of  the  Commission  (Schedule  3). 

The  State  Prison  System  was  separated  from  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission on  July  1,  1957,  in  accordance  with  legislation  enacted  by  the  1957 
State  General  Assembly.  (3)  The  State  Motor  Vehicle  Bureau  Imprest 
Cash  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $15,000.00  represents  an  advance  to  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Department  for  the  purpose  of  making  refunds  and  clearing  worth- 
less checks.  (4)  The  advance  to  Cities  and  Towns  amounted  to  $6,951.46 
on  June  30,  1957.  This  represents  prepayments  or  advances  to  the  towns 
of  Micro  ($1,508.46)  and  Burgaw  ($5,443.00). 
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Physical  inventories  valued  at  $5,098,310.08  were  taken  at  the  various 
points  by  employees  of  the  State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Commission, 
and  their  original  inventory  sheets  were  forwarded  to  Raleigh.  Approxi- 
mately 15r/r  of  the  Motor  Equipment  Department  and  Gasoline,  Grease 
and  Oil  inventories  were  verified  by  us  as  their  accuracy  for  price  exten- 
sions and  additions.  However,  we  did  not  examine  the  actual  physical  in- 
ventories. The  June  30,  1957,  inventory  of  $5,098,310.08  represents  the 
actual  cost  to  the  State  of  materials  and  supplies  on  hand.  Schedule  5 
and  5-A  attached  hereto  reflect  the  book  inventories  and  adjustments  which 
were  made  to  bring  the  inventory  valuation  to  actual  cost  as  of  June  30, 
1957. 

A  better  system  of  internal  control  is  suggested,  particularly  in  the 
inventories  relating  to  gasoline,  oil  and  grease. 

The  June  30,  1957  balance  sheet  (Exhibit  "A")  reports  encumbrances 
of  $76,475,023.55  for  the  Regular  Highway  Fund.  Approximately  69%  of 
these  encumbrances,  or  $53,030,587.04,  represents  "Construction  of  State 
Highways"  projects  on  which  contracts  have  been  let. 

Details  of  the  various  encumbrance  accounts  for  the  Regular  Highway 
Fund  are  presented  on  the  attached  Schedules  6  through  12. 

The  State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Commission  makes  deductions 
from  payroll  checks  for  its  employees  group  insurance  coverage  with  the 
Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance  Co.  Deductions  were  made  from  the 
June  1957  payroll  to  pay  the  July  1957  premium.  The  group  insurance 
account  had  a  $28,795.23  credit  balance  on  June  30,  1957. 

The  reserve  for  equipment  replacement  was  $590,987.80  as  of  June  30, 
1957. 

Exhibit  "B"  reflects  estimated  revenues  and  realized  revenues  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1957.  The  net  realized  revenue  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1956,  was  $139,378,567.29  in  comparison  with  $171,938,130.68 
in  realized  revenue  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1957.  This  in- 
crease was  due  principally  to  the  expansion  in  the  Federal  Interstate  High- 
way program  from  $4,380,315.00  in  1955-56  to  $29,896,902  in  the  1956-57 
fiscal  year. 

Revenues  reported  from  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  the 
Revenue  Department  have  been  verified  by  reference  to  the  1956-57  audit 
reports  for  these  agencies,  which  are  on  file  in  the  State  Auditor's  office. 
Two  transactions  resulting  in  a  net  disbursement  of  $31.25  are  reported 
as  Sundry  Revenue.  The  revenues  listed  on  Exhibit  "B"  are  reported  on 
a  cash  basis  except  Federal  Aid  Revenue.  Federal  Aid  Revenue  represents 
the  amount  allocated  by  the  Federal  Government  during  the  1956-57  fiscal 
year  for  projects  in  which  they  have  agreed  to  participate. 

Exhibit  "C"  shows  the  appropriations,  allotments  and  unallocated  balance 
of  appropriations.  Schedule  14  is  a  detailed  statement  of  appropriations, 
expenditures  and  unexpended  balances  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1957. 

Exhibit  "D"  reflects  the  encumbrances  on  July  1,  1956  and  the  allotment 
credits  and  liquidations  of  the  encumbrances  of  the  Regular  Highway  Fund 
during  the  1956-57  fiscal  vear. 
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Exhibit  "E"  is  a  statement  of  per  capita  cost  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  prisoners  (excluding  administrative  and  overhead  charges) 
during  the  1956-57  fiscal  year.  The  per  capita  per  day  cost  for  maintenance 
and  support  of  prisoners  during  1956-57  was  $2.4246  as  compared  with  a 
cost  of  $2.2667  for  the  1955-56  year.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  per  capita, 
per  day  cost  does  not  include  profits  or  losses  resulting  from  industries 
and  farming  operations.  The  Prison  Department  was  charged  with  all 
expenditures  pertaining  thereto  and  credited  with  prison  labor  used  on 
maintenance  and  construction  of  highways,  receipts  from  the  sale  of  farm 
products  and  the  sale  or  transfer  of  manufactured  products.  The  allow- 
ance for  prison  labor  was  based  on  the  rate  of  $4.50  per  prisoner  per  day 
for  prisoners  working  on  highways.  The  prison's  operating  deficit  of 
$2,867,525.06  for  the  1956-57  fiscal  year  was  charged  to  State  and  County 
Highway  Maintenance  one-third  to  State  and  two-thirds  to  County. 

SECTION   II 
State  Secondary  Road  Fund 

The  State  Secondary  Road  Fund  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  1949 
General  Assembly  and  a  $200,000,000.00  bond  issue  was  authorized  by 
Chapter  1250  of  the  1949  Public  Laws.  This  bond  issue  was  approved  by 
a  majority  vote  at  a  special  election  held  June  4,  1949.  The  1949  General 
Assembly  levied  an  additional  one  cent  per  gallon  gasoline  tax  to  be  applied 
exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  $200,000,- 
000.00  State  of  North  Carolina  Secondary  Road  bonds.  The  law  further 
states  that  the  1</'  additional  gasoline  tax  per  gallon  should  be  set  aside 
in  a  special  account  in  the  Highway  Fund.  The  net  revenue  realized  dur- 
ing the  1956-57  fiscal  year  from  this  additional  gasoline  tax  of  one  cent 
per  gallon  was  $13,289,463.79.  Bonds  have  been  issued  and  sold  for  the 
entire  $200,000,000.00  authorization,  and  commitments  or  allotments  as  of 
June  30,  1957,  amounted  to  $200,000,000.00.  The  cash  balance  of  $202,049.97 
in  the  Secondary  Road  Fund  at  June  30,  1956,  was  disbursed  during  the 
1956-57  fiscal  year  (Schedule  18).  On  June  30,  1957,  the  records  of  the 
State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Commission  and  the  State  Treasurer 
show  that  the  funds  realized  from  this  bond  issue  have  been  disbursed. 

Exhibit  "H"  is  a  statement  of  cumulative  expenditures  by  county  from 
the  State  Secondary  Road  Fund  for  fiscal  years  1949-57. 

SECTION   III 

Attached  hereto,  as  Exhibit  "H"  is  a  statement  of  the  cumulative  ex- 
penditures for  construction  of  county  highways,  listed  by  counties,  reflecting 
the  amounts  expended  from  July  1,  1931,  through  June  30,  1957  from  the 
Regular  Highway  Fund  and  the  Secondary  Road  Fund. 


SECTION   IV 

Exhibit  "I"  is  a  summary  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State  High- 
way and  Public  Works  Commission  as  of  June  30,  1957. 
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GENERAL 

Our  examination  consisted  primarily  of  a  verification  of  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  Regular  Highway  and  Secondary  Road  Funds  at  June  30, 
1957,  and  a  general  review  of  operations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on 
that  date. 

During  the  course  of  our  examination  we  reviewed  "contracts  for  Pro- 
fessional Services''  between  the  N.  C.  Prison  Department  and  doctors  and 
dentists  who  serve  the  Central  Prisons  in  Wake  County  and  also  the  monthly 
charges  for  physicians  and  dentists  who  serve  the  Division  Prison  Camps. 
These  part-time  professional  services  are  now  costing  the  State  Prison 
System  approximately  $169,500.00  annually. 

Cash  receipts  books  for  the  1956-57  fiscal  year  were  added  and  the  indi- 
vidual items  were  checked  into  the  bank  deposit  slips.  Items  from  the  cash 
receipts  books  were  analyzed  as  to  the  date  the  receipt  was  written  and  its 
date  of  deposit.  Currency  and  silver  listed  on  the  receipt  books  was  checked 
into  the  deposit  slips  and  these  deposits  were  analyzed  by  departments. 
We  traced  into  the  cash  receipts  book  funds  realized  from  the  sale  of  sur- 
plus property  as  reported  by  copies  of  letters  in  our  files  from  the  State 
Division  of  Purchase  and  Contract. 

We  analyzed  the  accounts  receivable  from  State  Departments  and  Sundry 
Accounts  on  June  30,  1957  and  it  was  determined  that  these  receivables 
were  collected  or  journalized  by  the  Highway  Commission  prior  to  March 
1,  1958. 

We  verified  the  account  balances  on  June  30,  1957  with  the  State  Treas- 
urer and  reconciled  these  figures  with  the  Highway  Commission  books.  * 

The  "Alphabetical"  and  "Numerical"  files  of  Commission  disbursements 
were  checked  in  detail  for  the  month  of  June  1957  and  were  checked  from 
"A"  to  "H",  "L",  "O",  for  the  month  of  September  1956.  The  supporting 
data  attached  to  the  alphabetical  file  copy  of  the  voucher  was  examined  as 
to  extensions  discounts  and  additions  and  for  the  required  approvals  by 
Prison  Camp  Superintendents,  Division  Engineers,  Purchasing  Department, 
etc.  The  "numerical"  file  copy  of  the  voucher  was  reviewed  for  the  coding  of 
charges  in  accordance  with  the  "code  of  accounts"  of  the  commission.  These 
vouchers  were  checked  by  number  and  amount  into  the  disbursing  account 
ledger  maintained  in  the  Commission's  accounting  department. 

Payments  which  were  made  during  June  1957  to  contractors  based  on 
monthly  estimates  of  work  accomplished  were  received  as  to  approved 
unit  prices,  extensions,  previous  payments  and  payments  due.  Contracts 
and  specifications  were  reviewed  to  determine  the  approved  unit  costs.  All 
contracts  approved  for  letting  at  the  August  2,  1956  meeting  of  the  State 
Highway  and  Public  Works  Commission  were  reviewed  and  all  payments 
prior  to  June  1,  1958,  based  on  these  contracts,  specifications,  change  orders, 
work  orders,  were  examined  in  detail.  Contractors  Surety  Bonds  were 
checked  and  negotiable  securities  and  assignments  which  were  being  held 
by  the  Commissions  Controller's  office  in  lieu  of  Surety  Bonds  were  inspected 
at  the  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Co. 
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Inventory  ledgers  were  checked  for  the  Motor  Equipment  Department 
and  for  gasoline,  grease  and  oil.  The  ledger  account  balances  were  com- 
pared with  the  physical  inventories  reported  by  the  14  divisions  and  the 
central  garage  as  of  June  30,  1957.  The  adjustment  of  the  Motor  Equip- 
ment Department  ledgers  to  the  physical  inventory  were  checked  for  each 
of  the  fourteen  highway  divisions  and  the  central  garage.  The  equipment 
department's  physical  inventory  records  for  Divisions  One  and  Ten  were 
audited  in  detail.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  perpetual  inventory  cards 
for  all  items  of  motor  equipment  inventory  at  the  close  of  a  fiscal  year  be 
retained  in  an  inactive  file  until  the  annual  audit  is  made  in  cases  where 
the  part  has  a  zero  inventory  and  is  not  reordered  or  it  is  declared  surplus 
property  for  sale  between  June  30  and  the  date  of  the  audit. 

The  State  Personnel  Department  had  classified  about  one-third  of  the 
Commission's  employees  prior  to  July  1,  1957.  The  certified  salaries  for 
classified  employees  of  the  Highway  Commission  were  checked  against  the 
payroll  vouchers  for  the  month  of  June  1957.  Certified  salaries  for  June 
1957  for  unclassified  employees  (about  two-thirds  of  the  total)  in  Divisions 
One  through  Six  were  checked  into  the  payroll  vouchers  for  the  month  of 
June.  Outstanding  payroll  checks  on  June  30,  1957,  totaled  $2,211,847.52. 
Thirty-four  of  these  checks  totaling  $1,411.70  and  dating  back  to  July  31, 
1953,  were   still  outstanding  on  May  20,  1958. 

No  field  trips  were  made  in  connection  with  this  audit  and  no  verifica- 
tions of  accounts  payable,  accounts  receivable,  etc.  were  made  by  corre- 
spondence. 

Several  departments  in  the  Highway  Commission  were  contacted  by  us 
in  the  course  of  this  audit. 

A  special  examination  was  made  in  connection  with  Federal  funds  simul- 
taneously with  this  annual  audit.  The  results  of  this  examination  is  under 
separate  cover. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  their  employees  and  especially 
the  Controller's  office  employees,  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  us  dur- 
ing the  course  of  this  audit.

REPORT  OF  CONTROLLER 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Current,  Debt  Service,  and  Equipment  Funds, 
comprising  the  State  Highway  Fund,  as  of  June  30,  1958,  and  the  results  of  op- 
erations from  these  Funds  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1958,  are  presented 
in  the  following  comments  and  tabulations  and  the  attached  Exhibits  ("A" 
through  "D"). 

CURRENT  FUND 

Cash  in  Banks,  Exhibit  "A" 

Cash  in  Banks  consist  of  checking  accounts  established  in  various  banks  through- 
out the  State  for  the  payment  of  miscellaneous  emergency  bills  less  than  $25.00, 
except  for  $500.00  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  purpose  of  payment 
of  Gate  Money  to  prisoners  upon  release.  Replenishment  is  on  a  reimbursement 
basis  supported  by  paid  invoices  and  bills  or  receipts.  The  total  balance  in  these 
funds  as  of  June  30,  1958,  is  $16,850.00. 

Cash  on  Deposit — State  Treasurer,  Exhibit  "A" 

On  June  30,  1958,  cash  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  in  the  Current  Fund 
amounted  to  $36,303,120.16,  compared  with  a  deposit  of  $52,451,299.18  on  June 
30,  1957,  a  net  reduction  of  $16,148,179.02.

On  July  1,  1957,  $1,997,263.49  was  available  in  Unappropriated  Surplus 
for  appropriations  by  the  Governor.  During  the  year,  the  entire  balance  was 
appropriated  by  the  Governor  and  encumbered  on  the  books  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  specific  objectives. 


Revenue,  Exhibit  "B" 

State  revenue  collections  were  estimated  at  $111,817,020.00.  Actual  collections 
amounted  to  $108,486,372.91  for  an  unrealized  estimate  of  $3,330,647.09.  Actual 
revenue  collections  were  approximately  3.1  per  cent  below  the  estimate  as  re- 
flected by  Exhibit  "B". 

Federal  revenue  estimates  are  based  on  apportionments  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment of  Federal  Aid  Funds  for  participation  in  construction.  The  estimates 
were  revised  throughout  the  year  as  apportionments  were  made.  Exhibit  "B" 
reflects  the  net  apportionments  made  during  the  year.  Exhibit  "D"  reflects  an 
analysis  of  the  unallotted  apportionments  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  additional 
apportionments  during  the  year,  allotments  of  the  apportionments  for  construction 
and  the  balance  available  on  June  30,  1958.  Actual  revenue  collections  are 
accrued  as  apportionments  are  made  by  the  Federal  Government.  Total  funds 
available  for  allotment  during  the  year  amounted  to  $166,060,666.70,  allotments 
amounted  to  $56,990,995.29  and  the  balance  available  for  allotment  on  June  30, 
1958  amounted  to  $109,069,671.41,  Exhibit  "D".  Total  revenue  collections 
based  on  apportionments  amounted  to  $153,350,627.72,  Exhibit  "B".

Total  funds  provided  during  the  year  from  Federal  Aid  Participation  to  Con- 
struction included  $12,513,757.00  in  emergency  apportionments  by  the  Federal 
Government  during  the  fiscal  year  1957-58,  of  which  $2,953,557.00  is  an  advance 
of  the  regular  Federal  apportionment  to  North  Carolina  for  the  fiscal  years  ending 
June  30,  1961  and  June  30,  1962.  This  advance  was  requested  in  order  to  reduce 
the  State's  matching  share  of  the  emergency  apportionment.  In  addition,  the 
1958-59  regular  apportionment  of  Federal  Aid  Funds  amounting  to  $71,310,199.00 
is  included  as  being  available  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1958.  While 
this  practice  is  inconsistent  with  procedures  heretofore  followed  for  recording 
Federal  Aid  participations  on  the  Highway  records,  it  is  felt  that  the  1958-59 
regular  apportionment  should  be  recorded  on  the  books  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1958,  since  these  funds  were  available  for  programming  and  for  contract 
construction  in  the  fall  of  1957.

EQUIPMENT  FUND 

The  Equipment  Fund  was  established  as  of  July  1,  1957.  The  entire  operations 
of  the  equipment  function  of  the  Highway  Department  is  financed  from  this  Fund. 
The  equipment  function  involves  the  purchase,  storage,  issuance,  repair,  and 
maintenance  of  equipment  for  highway  operations.  Income  is  provided  in  this 
Fund  through  a  rental  charge  to  the  using  Departments.  Rental  rates  include 
factors  for  depreciation,  obsolescence,  and  operating  expenses  of  the  Equipment 
Department.  The  Fund  is  charged  for  departmental  operating  expenses  of  the 
Equipment  Department  and  the  purchase  of  new  equipment.  It  is  credited  with 
rental  income  from  the  using  Departments  and  with  receipts  from  the  sale  of 
rental  equipment. 

Upon  the  establishment  of  the  Fund,  it  was  credited  with  $590,987.80  of  Re- 
served Funds  from  prior  years'  revenue  for  the  replacement  of  equipment.  The 
following  tabulation  shows  a  balance  in  the  Fund  of  $415,591.61  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year:
